Before allow- 
ing Rev. Mr. Jones the salary that was 
due him, the trustees deducted all ob- 
ligations that the pastor had promised 
financially to the church and requested 
him to sign a full receipt allowing him 
only a few cents.

Jones is a brilliant orator and was be- 
loved by his church. He received his 
theological training in Drake University, 
Kentucky University and Missouri Uni- 
versity, with three years’ special train- 
ing in the College of Bible in Lexing- 
ton, Ky.. He was born in Larned, Kan., 
avd has lived in St. Louis for several 
years. Before coming to East St. Louis 
he had charme of churches at Sharps- 
burg and Bethel, Ky., Palmyra, Mo.,. 
and Salida, Colo. 

In speaking of his resignation and his 
new work to a Post-Dispatch reporter | 
Monday Mr. Jones said: “I leave the 
church of the Christian denomination 
with a feeling of love for all of its 
members and I think they are doing a 
grand work.

missioner Mulvihill every man to whom 
a saloon license is granted hereafter 
must be a taxpayer, owning real or 
personal property in St. Louis, and 
must be a law-abiding male citizen over 
21 years of age and of good moral 


character. 

In support of his ruling Mr. Muivihill 
ints to Section 2993 of the Revised 
tatutes of Missouri, which names 
three qualifications for a saloonkeeper. 
The additional qualification requiring 
him to be of good moral character is 
contaimed in the law covering the du- 
ties of an excise commissioner. 

Mr. Mulvihill told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he first made the exaction 
that an applicant for a license must be 
a taxpayer when a man from Chicago 
applied for a license here. 

“IT know nothing about the man,” he 
said, ‘but on investigaiion found that 
he had set fire to his saloon in Chicago 
in order to get the insurance. I was 
about to grant the license and would 
have done a great wrong if I had."’ 

In the future Mr. Mulvihill will re- 
quire that applicants establish their per- 
manency of residence here by giving 
proof that they are taxpayers. 

The brewers have retained the law 
firm of Rassieur & Schnurmacher to 
fight the requirement that a saloon 
keeper must pay taxes. They claim that 
if a man has paid his license once he 
is a taxpayer and that all who now hold 
licenses are taxpayers. 

Mr. Mulvihill, when asked what steps 
he would take in the contest with the 
brewers, said that he would have to 
look up the Jaw relating to the ques- 
tion.

Was on His Way Alone From 
Cape Girardeau to Locate 
in Colorado. 

The. purchase of a selection of sheet 
music entitled ‘‘“Meditation’’ for his wife 
is the iast conscious recollection of 
Clyde Harbison of Hillsboro, Mo., for 
three years superintendent of public in- 
Struction of Jefferson county, a patient 
at the City Hospital, who says he was 
rebbed of $106 and a gold watch valued 
at $100 while helpless from the effects 
of drugged liquor. 

Harbison. almost unconscious, was 
found sitting on the sidewalk at Twelfth 
and Market streets early Sunday morn- 
ing by Private Watchman George 
Beckett. He was taken to the City Hos- 
pital, where restoratives were applied. 
The physic:ans who attended him say 
the pupils of his eyes were distended 
and he had other indications of having 
been given “knock-out drops.” 

Harbison years oid, does not 
have the appearance of a habitual user 
of alcoholics, they say, and to a good 
constitution and youth is attributed his 
Speediy recovery from his experience. 
At the hospital only 3% cents was found 
ir his pockets. Friends residing in the 


city, who heard of his plight, called and 
offered financial assistance. 


Married Only Three Months, 


“This is a pretty fix to be in,”’ said 
Harbison Monday morning to a Post- 


Dispatch reporter. “I understand my 
wife has been notified by telegraph of 
my mishap and she will probably arrive 
today to see me. \ 

“I met her at Cape Girardeau while 
attending normal college there. She was 
Louise Rannev, daughter of Judge Ran- 
ney, and while I was a student at the 
institution she was its secretary and 
librarian. 

“I began teaching at 18 and was prin- 
cipal two years at Hilisboro. I served 
three years as county superintendent. 
one year appointive and two elective. 

“Three months ago I married Miss 
Ranney and we had only completed 
our honeymoon. Since then I have 
been residing at Cave Girardeau and 
intended going to Colorado to follow 
my profession. As soon as I was set- 
tled I intended to send for my wife. 

“TI left Cape Girardeau’ Saturday 
afternoon. Lefore leaving I purchased 
a half pint of whisky, which I carried 
in a flask. I took several smal] nips 
en route to St. Louls.

Acquitted Woman Says Jail 
Life Has Cured Her of 
Drug Craving. 





The acquittal of Mrs. Bettie Arnold, 
on trial for the murder of Frank lL. 
Phelps, has opened up a new line of 
defense for criminal lawyers whose cli- 
ents have been suffering from drugs. 

The law, as laid down by Judge 
Bishop to the Arnold jury, is that a 


person who has taken drugs voluntarily 
ig responsible for acts committed while 
under the influence of the drugs. 

But the counsel for the defense of the 





accused woman not only had witnesses 


to testify that the formation of Mrs. 
Arnold’s morphine and opium appe- 
tites was not voluntary on her part. 
They also contended that long use of 
the drug had so unbalanced her mind 
that she was incapable of knowing 
whether she killed Phelps when she 
confessed to Chief Desmond that she 
had killed him. 

This point was made so eftectively .by 
Charles T. Noland and Loomis John-

attorneys for Mrs. Arnold, that 
the jury had a ‘reasonable doubt” 
whether she did kill him. Conséquent- 
ly, under the law, they felt obliged to 
acquit her. 


Locked Up in City Hall 


The fate of Mrs. Arnold was re- 
ferred to the_jury at 11:45 Saturday 
night. The jurors were locked up in 
the jury room near Circuit Court No. 
12, in the basement of the City Hall. 
At midnight, when the jury had not 
returned its verdict, Judge Bishop an- 
nounced that he was going home and 
that the verdict would be read to 
him, in case the jurors came to an 
agreement, at 10 a. m. Sunday. 

A few minutes later the jury reached 
a verdict. But, as Judge Bishop had 
left, they were taken in charge by 
deputy sheriffs and led to the Rozier 
Hotel, where they went to bed. At 10 
a. m. they appeared in court and gave 
their verdict. 

When the verdict was read Mrs. 
Arnold smiled faintly and her cheeks 
flushed. Throughout the trial she ap- 
peared dazed, but gazed into the face 
of each juror attentively. 

She was taken back to the Jail. 
where she packed up her  belong- 
ings. As she left the Four Courts she 
said she would never touch drugs 
again. 

Mrs. Arnold hardiy appears to bethe 
same woman that confessed to Chief 
Desmond June 21 last, the morning 
after the tragwedy. Then her eyes were 
staring and her flesh stretched taut 
over her cheek bones. “Her stay in Jail 
has rounded out her cheeks and if it 
has not brought color to her face it 
has given it at least a fairly healthy 
appearance. : 

Phelps roomed at Mrs. Arnold's 
home and was found dead in his bed 
from a bullet wound. A note indicated 
suicide, but it was found that the 
handwriting of the note resembled 
Mrs. Arnold's. The attorneys for Mrs. 
Arnold suggested to the jury that the 
case might, nevertheless, have been 
one of suicide. 


Jail Cured Her of Drugs 
Mrs. Arnold is now iiving in the same 
rooms where the tragedy occurred—the 
second floor of 806 Market street. She 


told a Post-Dispatch reporter there 
Monday that she intended leaving for 
her family’s home in Kentucky in a 
few days. 

“I want to forget it all,’’ she said, 
“if I can. In the country I can rest, 
but I don’t think I will ever forget this 
trial. 

About the tragedy F remember noth- 
ing. I was honesily not able to tell my 
own attorneys anything about the 
death of Mr. Phelps, 

“After | was put in Jail I was in bed 
for over a month and after I came to 
my right senses I was able to remem- 
ber nothing—not even the talks they 
teii me I had with Chief Desmond.

‘The money in currency was in an in- 
side coat pocket. In making purchases 
I at no time touched it or made a dis- 
play of money. I had some change in 
my trousers pocket which I used. 

“As I walked towards the station, I 
became groggier. I have a hazy rec- 
oliection of having gone into several 
business places, of looking around and 
then leaving, but I do not remermber 
buying any more drinks or of meet- 
ing anyone in particular.

“There are thousands of cases 
which assaults on the estates of sin-° 
gle men are made by women who set up 
the piea that they were the common law 
wives of the dead bachelor,’’ said Mr.

Monday. “The heirs of the dead man, 
rather than have the memory of the 
dead man smirched by a threatened 
scandal, compromise with such a wom- 
an.

Tenth Ward Association Con- 
demns Plan for Elevated 
Railroad. 


An ordinance to prohibit excavations 
in newly paved streets for the laying 
of gas, water and other pipes will be 
Submitted to the Municipal Assembly 


by the Tenth Ward Improvement Asso- 
ciation. The asgociation, at its meeting 
Sunday, condemned the practice of va- 
rious companies of tearing up a newly 
made street to lay pipes and conduits.

The court of review sustains the de- 
cision of the lower court. which was 
‘that Dr. Crapsey should be suspended 
for hertical teachings. 

The announcement of the decision was 
made as follows: ‘“‘The court of revi w 
has affirmed unanimously the decision 
of the lower court in the case of Rev. 
Algernon 8. Crapsey, D. D.” 


From a merely diocesan quarre] the 
case of the Rev. Dr. Algernon S. Crap- 
who was first placed on trial on a 
charge of heresy in Batavia, N. Y., on 
April 17, became a question of vital in- 
terest to the entire Episcopal. Church. 
In New York, almost as keenly as in 
Rochester, Mr. Crapsey’'s home town, 
where for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury he was rector of S8t. Andrew’s 
Church, the controversy which centered 
In his orthodoxy, or lack of it, aroused 
prominent churchmen to declare them- 
selves for or against him. 

Such men as Seth Low, George Fos- 
ter Peabody, Edward M. Shepard and 
many others of equal prominence, open- 
ly announced thomselves as the clergy- 
man's friends ang organized themselves 
into a detense committee. Mr. Shepard 
was associated with Representative J. 
Breck Perkins of Rochester, one of the 
most brilliant lawyers in Western New 
York, in conducting the trial for Dr. 
Crapsey. 

Most serious of the charges made 
against Dr. Crapsey was his denial of 
the miracu:ous birth of Christ, made ia 
a sermon delivered in his church in 
Rochester, and afterward published in 
book form under the title ‘‘Religion and 
Politics.”” Soon after*the delivery ot 
this sermon charges were preferred 
against him, but three of a committe 
of five cle:gymen appointed ‘to det:er- 
mine whether he should be piaced ona 
thia! voted against taking such act:cn. 

Ministers who were horrified at the 
enunciation of such a doctrine would 
ret Jet the matter rest there. however. 
and laid the matter before’ ristop 
Me alker of Buffalo, with the result tnat 

ecclesiastical court was named to 
oe him on the heresy charges. He was 
convicted and sentenced to Suspcns on. 

In the entire history of the Episcopal 
Church, as is admitted by chucchnoier 
generally, there has been no trial in 
this country of such far-reaching im- 
portance as was that of Dr. Urapsey 
lt was regarded by all concerned as a 
fight to the death between the -onser- 
yative and liberal elements in the 
church. In comparison with the arses 
principle involved, the importance 0 
the result upon Dr. Crapsey himself 13 
dwarfed, in the judgment of many 
churchmen, by that upon the church as 
a whole, and the charges agalast wr. 
Crupsey were regarded as only the me- 
diim for bringing to a final issye a 
struggle between the old orier and the 
rew which has for many years been 
approaching a climax.

Got to Find It, and She's 
Going to Try.

Mrs. Ella Ougman, explorer ashe: pain 
thropologist, who is making ready at 
Nome, Alaska, for an expedition “farth- 
re 

rs Gugman is well known : 

Smithsonian Institute for her te 
exploits in Alaska and other parts of the 
Northwest, where she has for several 
years been studying the habits of the 
Eskimos. She is regarded as an ex- 
pert on the Innuits, as the Eskimos are 
known, and her collection of Eskimo 
curios is considered the finest extant. 

Mrs. Ougman expects to start within 
a month and believes she will return to 
Nome well within two years, 

This newest of explorers will] 
Eskimos as her only companions. She 
understands the Eskimos thoroughly, 
speaks their strange language as flu- 
ently as she does her mother tongue 
and considers that they will be hest 
able able to withstand the temptation 
to dig for gold in the Klondixe and 
stick to the object of the expedition. 

“IT would have recruited a few sterling 
white men,’’ said Mrs. Ougman, “if | 
could have found any proof against 
their falling victims to the gold fever. 

“Those who will go with me have 
sworn that they will stay to the end 
of the trip. . ‘Besides this, no white man 
has the endurance that the Innuits 
have, and of all things, endugance 
counts in a trip to the Arctics.’’ 

Mrs. Ougman is known to the Wski- 
mos as a man. Although she wears 
skirts, the unsuspecting Innuits have 
always been Ft to believe that they 
were donned simply to keep her warm. 
The Eskinros | do not trust women ag 
they do men, and if they suspected 
that the leader of their bold expedition 
was of the weaker sex they would not 
follow her. 

Mrs. Ougman has the distinction of 
being the only woman who has seen 
Mount McKinley, on the heights of the 
snowy Alaskan range. With a party of 
explorers she pushed up the Yukon YVal- 
ley two years ago and stood at the base 
of the mountain. Thé climb to the peak 
of sf Mount McKinley is s 17, 000 feet. 
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STORM IN THREE 
STATES; 8 KILLED 


Buildings Are Razed and Scores 
Are Injured in Alabama 
and Mississippi. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 19.—Alabama, 
Central and Northern Mississippi and 
Western Tennessee suffered heavily yes- 
terday from a wind and in storm. 
which is known to have caused eight 
fatalities, injury to scores and inesti- 
mable damage to crops and property. 
The storm originated on the gulf Satur- 
day night and early Sunday and in its 
northeasterly cOurse razed scores of 
substantial buildings, partially demol- 
ished hundreds of others, caused demor- 
alization of railroad traffic and cut off 


communication with many places. 

At Winona, Miss., the Catholic, Chris- 
tian and negro Methodist churches and 
the Hesty brickyard were demolished. 
Numerous buildings were unroofed and 
otherwise badly damaged. Among the 
largest buildings damaged there are the 
Posioffice, opera house, the oi! mill, the 
cotton compress, warehouse of the 
Jackson Mercantile Co. and the resi- 
dence of E. J. Dunkston. Besides these, 
about twenty-five smaller buildings were 
almost destroyed. 

At Mathison, Miss., ‘serlous damage 
is reported to .uave occurred, and a 
woman was killed by a falling building. 

At Tehula a falling tree, striking a 
small frame building, caused it to take 
fire and a woman and child were burned 
to death. 

At Nonconnah Creek, a féw miles 
from Memphis, a railroad trestle fell 
under the weight of a switch engine. 
The engine plunged into the swollen 
carrying with it Engineer C. 
V. Peterson and Fireman A. R. Ritchie, 
who were drowned, 

West Point, Columbus and Mahin, 
Miss., are reported to have suffered se- 
rious damage. 

At Athens, Ala., the storm destroyed 
some of the finest homes and razed the 
handsome State Agricultural School 
Building. Mayor Clements and P. G. 
Williams were the greatest individual 
losers. Everything in the path of the 
storm, which was 300 yamds wide, was 
demolished.

THREE OTHERS ‘ESCAPE 


Wounded Man, Who Says He's 
From Bloomington, Carried 
Cracksman’s Outfit.

CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—A policeman and 
@ supposed safe blower were fatally 
wounded in a battle between two police- 
men and four alleged safe crackers in 
the South Side elevated railroad sta- 
tion at Sixty-third street and Madison 
avenue at 3 o'clock this morning.

lishment of Hoboes’ Home. 


_Chief of Police Creecy is considering 
the advisability of establishing a hobo 
lodging house as a cold weather ad- 
junct of the Police Department.- The 
Chief thinks the assembly room of the 
Chestnut Street Police Station would 
make a suitable sheltering place for the 
homeless who drift into St. Louis about 
this time of year. 


“It would require the expenditure of 
a little money to carry out my plan,” 
said Creecy, ‘“‘but I believe the money 
would be well spent. 


‘Labor is very scarce in St. Louis 
right now, and there is no reason why 
any man who is willing to work should 
be out of employment. I know a man 
who has a contract to stack lumber on 
the World’s Fair grounds. ‘With sev- 
eral hundred men it would take all win- 
ter to do the job. He is willing to pay 
men 2 cents an hour, or $2 a day. I 
don’t care to convert the Police De- 
partment into a labor agency but rath- 
er than see the city overrun’ with 
tramps and beggars I will gladly lend 


in Chestnut Street Station. 


assistance to any man who is out of a 
job and who wants tod work. I can re- 
fer them to a man who will employ 
them. 


- Barrel Houses’ Good Work. 
I think the big assembly room on 


the second floor of the Chestnut Street 
Police Station rigged out with cots and 
a fumigating plant would make a 
model lodging house for the class of 
men who sleep in barrel houses. 

“At present the barrel houses on Mar- 
ket street are doing society a great 
service by housing the tramps who 
otherwise would be scattered broad- 


cast throughout the city. It is true 
that crimes are hatched in these places, 
but is it not better for the police to know 
of these places and keep them under 
police regulation than to lose sight of 
them by running them out of their 
present location. and having them sprin 
up in various other parts of the city? 
We would probably never have cap- 
tured the men who murdered and rob- 
bed Harvey if we had not known where 
to go and get a line on them.

The 
altar was consecrated in 1594 and from 
it only the Pope, or some Cardinal hav- 
ing special authorization, may celebrate 
mess. 

The confession is surrounded by a cir- 
cular balustrade of marble, from which 
are suspended nearly a hundred lamps, 
which burn day and night. From the 
altar a double flight of steps leads to the 
shrine, kneeling before which is Ca- 
nova’s statue of Pius VI. On the right 
in the nave in front of the altar in a 
marble chair, sits the bronze statue of 
St. Peter, the extended foot of the saint 
being much worn by the constant kisses 
implanted upon it by devotees entering 
tha basilica. 

At the four corners of the altar are 
the enormous buttress piers upon which 
the dome of St. Peter rests, and in the 
niches of which are statues of various 


saints. 


The great Baldacchino canopy, which | 


is 9% feet high, was designed in 1633 by 
Bernini and was cast from bronze taken 
from the Pantheon by | rban VIII. The 
weight of the canopy is estimated at 93 
tons and its cost at $110,000. :

WILLIAM HENDERSON, VETERAN. 

The suicide of William Henderson in a cell at the 
Four Courts holdover was the direct consequence 
of the two crying needs which all ofr departments 





in all large cities are actually suffefing—plain, ordi- 
nary intelligence, and plain, ordinafy kindness. 
Mr. Henderson was 80 years old, a veteran of tne 
Civil War, and, it appears, very poor. A kind man 
gave him a suit of clothes. These clothes he tried 
to sell—it is nobody’s business why. But the police 
were hugely interested, and we are informed taat 
because he could not give an account of himself he 
was locked up in the den of thieves. 

To men of ordinary minds it is not strange that 
a forlorn old man 80 years old was not able to give 


old, men, and where it appears, it invites kindness, 
tenderness, loving care, which ordinary men and 
women are glad to supply. But the police are not 
ordinary—no, they are truly extraordinary. 

William Hénderson was a veteran of the Civil 
War. He helped to save his country. His reward 
is a deathbed among thieves, cutthroats and all 
sorts of malefactors. 

There is something ferocious in the animal-like 
unintelligence, the savage inhumanity displayed by 
the police in the treatment of William Henderson. 
It is bad enough, wicked enough, to put a young 
man full of rich blood, rejoicing in his strength, 
into a prison cell because he cannot give an ac- 
count of himself. To treat a helpless, poor and for- 
saken octogenarian in this fashion is to do that 
which it exceeds the power of language to describe 
and denounce.

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BLACK MAN AND YELLOW. 

The exclusion of Japanese children from schools 
where white American pupils are taught in San 
Francisco calls attention to a curious freak of race 
prejudice. 

Prior to 1870 admissign to citizenship was restrict- 
ed to “free white” persons. But in that year, after 
the adoption of the thirteenth and fourteenth amend- 
ments, a law passed admitting foreign persons of the 
white races and also persons of African nativity or 
descent. This law was strengthened to the same 
purpose in 1875. 

According to the law then, a subject of Juoo Jum- 

bo, King of Congolaziland, Central Africa, may claim 
naturalization as an American citizen so far as his 
race is concerned. If he comes properly clothed and 
abjures allegiance to King Jubo Jumbo his black skin 
anu African birth cannot be urged against his claim. 
But if a subject of the Mikado, who is yellow, a 
native of Nippon, poet, ~hilosopher, or man of sci- 
ence, craves American citizenship, his skin and race 
are an insuperable bar. 
The fegisiation of 1870 was due to the fanaticism 
consequent upon the bitter animosities of the Civil 
War. Next toa white American, the black man had 
first, place im the esteem of Congress, But the yel- 
low man and the brown man were benighted heathen, 
unworthy of the privileges of citizenship in the land 
of liberty, equality and fraternity. 

Few Japanese or Chinese have desired American 
citizenship, but if applications are made it will not 
be easy for Americans of 1906 to convince them that 
the Americans of 1370 were as broad minded as they

CARUSO INNOCENT, 
CONREID DECLARES 


Opera House Manager Positive 
That Famous Tenor Did Not 


Insult Woman. 


By Leased Wire From tie New York 

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—**Fiackmail!”’ 
said Manager Conreid of the Metropoli- 
tan Opera House, in discussing the case 
of Caruso, the tenor, whom a policeman 
accuses of annoying a woman in the 
Central Park monkey house. 

“Is there any truth in the report that 
Caruso is about to ¢ancel his engage- 
ment and return to lialy because of this 
charge?” 

-“‘None whatever.” Mr. Conreid be- 
came quite excited. ‘Caruso will re- 
main through the opera season. He is 
prepared to prove in court that he is 
innocent of the unbecoming conduct 
charged. This is a most grievoug accu- 
sation, 

“To be qutte candid, I had Caruso 
here to dinner today (Mr. Conreid was 
talking at his home) and I took him 
aside and asited him in  contidence 
whether there could be any ground or 
basis for —_ woman's charge. I had 
to him. 1 could not ‘stand for,’ as 
they say, a naan of that sort. He as. 
sured me that le was quite unaware of 
her presence until he was arrested. 
His assurance bears out all my experi- 
ence with him. I am convinced that he 
is not guilty, ang I am going to stand 
by him. It is simply a terrible blunder 
of a zealous policeman.”’

papers at the regimental standards and 
at the same time shouted insults against 
the army in general.
